whon the Chinese soldiers were resisting the enemy in 
Shanghai, the national troops in Kiangsi were transfered 
to Shanghai to take part in the fighting. When the 
Kiangsi troops reached Nanchang, the Communist Party 
attacked Chi An. The Kiangsi troops returned to Chi An 
and overthrew the ccmmunistse But they were too late 
to be of any use to the Chinese troops in Shanghai. 

This not only shows that the Ccmmunist Party 
has no idea to resist the enemy, but that it is doing 
its utmost to obstruct the national troops in their 
resistance to the enemy.
